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A Story about the Late Zeke Proctor 


Some time ago an article by Tom Feathers in FLASHBACK mentioned the 
name of Zeke Proctor, Please tell Mr, Feathers that I never knew that 
anyone other than I alive ever heard of Zeke Proctor. Dad, Uncle Vol, 
and their father David handled the legal aspect of Mr, Zeke's youthful 
indiscretions, .Mr.Zeke had killed eleven men and one woman, Dad always 
said that Zeke felt some degree of remorse for his female victim, as 
it was purely accidental on his part,and actually constituted suicide, 
as she carelessly aligned herself in front of his pistol whilst he was 
hurrying some of his acquaintances into the arms of their Maker. 


Mr, Proctor ever sat with his back against awall, fearing cold 
drafts or hot lead, 


A story Dad used to tell will not sound amusing today, as the art of 
"Story Telling" is as lost as the art of hardening bronze, (Uncle Vol 
Uncle Jack, and Dad were some of the last exponents of this skill,) 
Anyhow, while Dad was defending Mr. Zeke for Zeke!s right to keep his 
neck intact, they and the Jury ate at the same country boarding house, 
One of the Jurors had with him his wife and young son, and the entire 
company, when not brushing flies off the vittles, were as perturbed as 
though they were in a cage with a gorilla, The atmosphere was definite- 
ly tense; no one could or would start a conversation, (Dad would tell 
this and make it hilariously funny.) Every time Mr,Zeke would twitch, 
the Juror would say to his son, "Wally, pass Mr.Proctor the beans!" 


There is a most important legal point which Mr, Feathers has missed 
but which Dad always got a big laugh from, Oklahoma was run by the US 
government marshalls as a Territory. Zeke was getting tired of killing 
people, The US government was getting tired of chasing Zeke. Therefore 
Walker and Walker, as moral and legal advisers to Zeke, drew up an 
agreement whereby the Federal marshal agreed and signed, as did Mr, 
Zeke, towit: The Great Government of The United States would drop all 
charges against Zeke, and Zeke would agree to conduct himself in an 
orderly manner, Zeke and The United States both affixed their signa- 
tures thereto and this constituted the first and last case of The Uni- 
ted States Government signing a General Treaty of Amnesty with a 
private citizen, or better, a private citizen signing a Treaty of Am- 
nesty with Phe United States Government, 


This story is about 100% accurate, However, you might have the Uni- 
versity's Law school check this for full veracity, as Dad never was a 
man to spoil a good story by biasing it with complete fact.

Judge Jones M, Tebbetts 
1820-1913 


A Brief Sketch of His Life 
by 


Thomas M, Galey, Box 544 
Owensboro, Ky. 


In the February 1953 issue of the Magazine of the Daughters of the 
American Revolution, there is an item of much interest to me, It 
records that Jonas M, Tebbetts built the house now owned by Mr. P.R. 
Green in the year 1854. 


Herewith is a photograph I made of him on a 5x7 glass plate which is 
as perfect today as when made, We knew him as Judge Tebbetts, a fine 
and dear old gentleman anda scholar who helped me with my Latin 
lessons, for he read Latin and Greek fluently, and without eye-glasses,. 


He died at the residence of his daughter, Mrs. John H. Galey, 6139 
Jackson Street, Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania, at 10:30 P.M., January 16, 
1913; aged 94 years. His place of burial was Harrodsburg, Kentucky. 


He was known as Pittsburgh's oldest newspaper man, a teacher, lawyer 
and jurist, He was born in Rochester, New Hampshire, and entered the 
Phillips—Exeter academy, where he was a rommate with the son of 
Daniel Webster. His first venture in business brought him to Pitts- 
burgh where, at the age of 17, he was elected to the faculty of the 
old Western University, now the University of Pittsburgh. The city 
then had a population of 30,000, 


For a time he was a newspaper reporter and wrote the first article 
on the "Cutting of the Hump", a thing that was finally done in 1904 to 
reduce the grade on Fifth Avenue in the heart of the city. After sev— 
eral years he removed to Louisville, Kentucky, where he was employed 
as a clerk, He was called as a witness in the sinking of a barge on 
the Ohio River. He made such an impression on the presiding judge that 
he urged him to take up the profession of law. 


In 1840 he opened a law office in VanBuren, Arkansas,where he_-besame 
well-known as attorney for the Cherokee, Choctaw and Creek Indians in 
what is now Oklahoma, It was there he was placed upon the bench, 


He was married in 1847 to Matilda Winlock, At the outbreak of the 
Civil War he lived in Fayetteville, where he had built a house about > 
1854. There he was known as a Union sympathizer. When the Confederate 
general, Ben McCulloch was quartered in that district, he threw Judge 
Tebbetts into prison, The general had declared that after returning 
from the battle of Pea Ridge he would hang the Judge, But General 
McCulloch did not return, for he was among the slain. The bullet that 
killed him was brought to Judge Tebbetts, When I was with him in 
Pittsburgh at the time I made the photograph he still had that bullet 
that saved his life, 


He was assisted in leaving the state by General Schofield of the 
Union Army, whose quarters the Judge and his family made use of in 
many ways. This part of his life is vividly recorded in Baxter's hist- 
ory. He told me that he had the sympathy of the town; that the women 
and girls brought him food, 


The family had many narrow escapes in their flight to friendly lands, 
In due time they came to Harrodsburg, Kentucky, where the Judge pur 
chased a mansion-like house that today is used as a high-class guest 
house, located adjacent to the famous Beaumont Inn, famous for its 
fine food and delightful surroundings, There he practiced his profess- 
ion of law until the beginning of the present century, when an event 
took place that resulted in his removal back to Pittsburgh, 


John H, Galey, a pioneer oil producer in the old Pennsylvania fields 
came to Harrodsburg to obtain an oil lease on some land owned by Judge 
Tebbetts,. He lost all interest in the leasing matter when he laid eyes 
on the Judge's lovely daughter, Lillian. He lost no time in asking her 
hand in marriage, he being a widower with one grown daughter, The 
Judge sent his son, Hale, to Pittsburgh to learn more about this man 
Galey. Hale telegraphed back: "Tell Lil to take him," 


John Galey had been up and down in the venturesome business of oil 
discovery and development, He brought his bride to Pittsburgh and they 
stayed with my family as house guests. It was at that time John Galey 
discovered the northern end of the great Mid-Continent oil field at 


Neodesha, Kansas. There he took his bride, 


Later, they built a house on Center Avenue, near Morewood, in Pitts- 
burgh and there Judge Tebbetts, whose wife had died, came to live with 
them, sand there, on the porch of that house I made the photograph with 


my new 5x7 camera with its $97 Zeiss lens, 


I was then a student in Shady Side Academy, nearby. Almost daily I 
dropped in to have the Judge help me with my lessons for the morrow. 
Two fine boys were born to his daughter -—- Ted, who is now in Caracas, 
Venezuela, an employee of the Gulf Oil Company, and Harry, the younger 
lad, who, as an employee of the Gulf Company,was slugged and killed by 


a bandit in Oklahoma, 


On January 10, 1901, while living in this house, John Galey made the 
great oil discovery which launched The Gasoline Age: he located and 
financed the great Lucas Gusher at Beaumont, Texas. This tremendous 
flow of oil demonstrated for the first time that it was possible for 
this country to fuel the new Horseless Carriage age which was being 


born, 


The family moved to an estate on the hill back of Beaver, Pennsyl- 
vania, There Judge Tebbetts lived happily, and there we all had big 
lawn parties. Then came financial shortage to venturesome John Galey 
and the family removed to 6139 Jackson Street in Pittsburgh where they 
lived comfortably. And there Judge Tebbetts died, a fine long life 


Since his birth on January 5, 1820, 


I regret I failed to record his replies to the many questions I asked 
him about the stirring times through which he lived. I remember one in 
particular. He said he knew well an elderly lady who, as a girl, had 
strewn flowers in the path of Washington at Trenton on his way to his 
inauguration, 


I loved my Aunt Lillian, a cultured lady of the old school. After 
Uncle John's death in 1918, she and her sister, Marian T, Baines,lived 
in Carthage, Missouri, where Uncle John had mining interests, She died 
in Tulsa and I was present to bid her a tearful goodbye. 


Her sister, Marian Baines, had been married to a Union soldier upon 
his death-bed, She lived to creat age and now rests beside her sister 
Lillian in a cemetery in Tulsa, All three children had been born in 
Fayetteville in the house which is the subject of this sketch, 


In a long lifetime, families have varied experiences, some covering 
many places in this good old world. The saga of this family, if iit 
could be adequately written, would be of great interest.

The Tebbetts House Was Federal Headquarters 
during the Battle of Fayetteville 
cay im | 
In April 1863 the headquarters of Col, M. LaRue Harrison, Federal 
commander of the post of Fayetteville, and his staff were in the 
Tebbetts house on East Dickson street. It is now (1953) the hame of 
Mr, and Mrs. P, R. Green, 


W.S.Campbell, in his "Fayetteville 1828-1928", says of the Tebbetts 
house: "It is perhaps the outstanding example of the architecture of 
the times in northwest Arkansas, It is stately, and the sufficiency of 
it impresses, The owner's love of the spacious is evidenced by the 
distance from gate to threshold, This home bears the scars of battle 
preserved in the panels of an inside door where a minie ball crashed 


through, just eye—-high," 


The land on which this historic house stands was entered on August 
20, 1838, by William and John McGarrah, William sold his interest in 
the tract to his brother John on January 21, 1839. The patent was for 
the Northwest Quarter of Section 15, Township 16 North, Range 30 West. 

On May 28, 1842, John McGarrah sold alot with a frontage of 450 
feet on Dickson street and a depth of 420 feet on College avenue to 
Sebron G. Sneed for $17. A week later Judge Sneed sold the lot to 
Randolph, Abram, and James McGarrah, The McGarrahs sold to W.T.Larri- 
more on November 24, 1847. William T, and Susan M. Larrimore trans- 
ferred the property to W.M.McGarrah on December 24, 1851. 


William and Elizabeth McGarrah then sold the property to Jonas M. 
Tebbetts for $400, on February 18, 1852, Judge Tebbetts built his home 
on the 4-acre site, W.S,Campbell thinks the house was built in 1854; 
others think it was built about 1858,It was said to have been designed 
by the Rev, William Baxter, president of Arkansas College, to match 
his home which stood just across the street -- on the campus of Arkan- 
sas College, The College building stood just south of Baxter's house-- 
about where the ChristianChurch now stands, President Baxter and Judge 
Tebbetts were close friends, and both were ardent Union sympthizers 
when the war broke out in 1861, Baxter left a record of those stirring 
times in his book "Pea Ridge and Prairie Grove", published in 1864. 


Because of his unpopularity during the war --— General McCulloch 
threatened to hang him -— Judge Tebbetts sold his home, together with 
other property, on October 4, 1842, to Benjamin T. Wilson, In a trans- 
action on May 14, 1865, the "Tebbetts House" became the property of 
Samuel and Sarah Wilson, who in turn sold it to Joseph and Rebecca 
Davis on May 22,°1867. 


The Davises relinquished their title to the property to Judge David 
Walker on February 3,1871, for a consideration of $5500, It was during 
the year 1871 that this property was platted as a part of the Masonic 
Addition to the City of Fayetteville. Since that time the successive 
owners of "Headquarters" have been Charles W, and Serena Walker, 
Charles W, and Lorie H. Appleby, C. F. and Jd. F. Armistead, and the 
present owners who have had possession since 1939, Paris R. and Gladys 


May Green,

Judge Tebbetts and the Tebbetts House 


Our Society's recent observance of the 90th anniversary ofthe battle 
of Fayetteville has revived interest in the Tebbetts house (P.R.Green 
home), which served as Federal headquarters during the battle, and in 
the man who built the house -- Judge Jonas M. Tebbetts. 

W. S. Campbell in his history of Fayetteville says that Tebbetts was 
"a force in the civic life" of the town, He came to Arkansas in 1840, 
practice law in VanBuren for two or three years, then came to Fay-— 
etteville. He was a citizen of our town for 20 years, and would proba- 
bly have stayed another 50 years ( he lived to be 94 ) but for the 
violence and hatreds engendered by civil war. 


His title of "Judge" came from his service on the bench while a res- 
ident of VanBuren, After his removal to Fayetteville, he was elected 
prosecuting attorney, then member of the legislature, and was appoint- 
ed attorney for the Fayetteville branch of the State Bank, He was a 
brilliant lawyer and a financier or more than lecal renown, He dealt 
in real estate and at one time or another he owned many of our town's 
most desirable parcels of land,His name can be found on many abstracts 


of title. 


The Tebbetts House 


Judge Tebbetts! greatest service to Fayetteville was his sponsorship 
of education. He was one of the prime movers in the agitation for a 
college here, and his name appears on the charter of Arkansas College 
(Dec. 14, 1852) as one of the incorporators, He was one of the Pive 
trustees and as such signed the diplomas for the first degrees granted 
by any Arkansas college, He was a close friend of Rev.Robert Graham, 
founder and first president of the institution, and of Rev. William 
Baxter, second and last president of Arkansas College. This trio -- 
Tebbetts, Graham and Baxter -— suffered the same persecution during 
the War,.And all three left Fayetteville during the War, not to return, 


Besides his interest in Arkansas College, Jonas M. Tebbetts also 
aided in establishing the Fayetteville Female Institute in 1858 at the 
corner of College and Dickson, where the Baptist Church now stands, 
He was active in Masonry and in 1852 was Master of Washington Lodge 
Noel, F&AM. His advice was sought on many public matters, Thus, in 
1854 he was one of three commissioners named to let the contract for a 
new county courthouse -= Alf M. Wilson and James H. Stirman being the 


others, 


Soon after coming to Fayetteville, Judge Tebbetts married Matilda 
Winlock, Their three children, all girls, were born in the Tebbetts 
house, which still stands at 118 EK. Dickson street. Mrs,Tebbetts is 
described by the Reverend Baxter as an artistocratic lady who shamed 
the soldiers sent by General McCulloch to demand the blankets and rugs 
in the Tebbetts home. She had the blankets and rugs cleaned before de- 
livering them to the Southern troops who then occupied the town, 


Shortly afterwards, Federal troops took possession of Fayetteville, 
and their commanding general, Asboth, made his headquarters in the 
Tebbetts home. This was the occasion for rejoicing on the part of the 
Union sympathizers. But their joy was short-lived, for Asboth and his 
troops were recalled to Missouri. From here on, the story is best told 
by one of the participants in the exciting events of 1862, the Rev. 
William Baxter, who lived across Dickson street from Judge Tebbetts! 
home, 


"Our severest trial was now at hand; the three friends whose hearts 
had been as the heart of one man, were about to be severed, and that, 
too, under circumstances calculated to give rise to the deepest 
anxiety and the most fearful forebodings, 

"As soon as Asboth left, McCulloch determined to wreak his vengeance 
on the Union men who had welcomed the invaders. Most prominent was 
Judge Tebbetts, at whose house the flag was found which floated in 
triumph for a few days,and where General Asboth made his headquarters. 

"The day after Asboth's departure, two or three troopers rode up and 
arrested Tebbetts." (Baxter escaped and hid out on the hill among 
cliffs and caverns. ) 

"Tebbetts was arrested at 4 p.m, and was hurried off in the direc- 
tion of the Boston Mountains, where the Southern army was encamped. 
They reached the lines 12 miles from Fayetteville and there Tebbetts 
was met by some officers of the Arkansas troops, by whom he was well 
known, They attempted to obtain his release but McCulloch refused to 
see them, _« Colonel Hebert to ‘keep the d---d scoundrel 
under dou’ le guard, safe for hanging.'! 

"The next morning McCulloch had a personal interview with Tebbetts 
and informed him that the charges were that he had entertained General 
Asboth and staff, had presented the Federals with a United States flag, 
had made a speech on the occasion, and that he was a traitor te the 
South, 

"Tebbetts was sent to Fort Gnith and put in a cell, The commander of 
the post at Fort Smith was Major G.W. Clarke, an old acquaintance, but 
who refused to greet him,.Tebbetts was informed that the writ of habeas 
corpus had been suspended and that there was no appeal to civil auth- 
orities, News of his arrest spread and friends rallied to his aid, in- 
cluding a number of Confederates who interceded for him, and women who 
sent food and flowers to his cell. 

"While sitting alone in his cell, Judge Tebbetts had a premonition 
that General McCulloch would be killed in battle, and it was only a 
short time later that a courier dashed into Fort Smith with news of 
the army's defeat and McCulloch's death at Pea Ridge. 

"The body of General McCulloch was brought to Fort Smith and the 
fatal wound examined. He was shot through the breast, the ball passing 
entirely through the body, The ball fell from his clothes when he was 
undressed, The ball was shown to Judge Tebbetts by Major Hrown of 
McCulloch's staff.,* 

(*In Mr,Galey's letter in this issue of FLASHBACK, he 
recalls that Judge Tebbettm still had the bullet in 
his possession when he was an old man.) 


"When the Confederate army fell back to Fort Smith, Tebbetts 
addressed a letter to General VanDorn, demanding a trial. His request 
was granted, Tebbetts was brought before Major Sevier, Judge Advocate 
of Priee's Division. The principal charges were, that he had in his 
possession a United States flag, and that he had refused to receive 
Confederate money, All other charges were dropped. Tebbetts admitted 
the first charge, which the Judge Advocate declared to be no crime, 
As to the second charge, Tebbetts said he had never refused to take 
Confederate money in payment of any debt due him, and that he had even 
taken it for property for which he had paid gold; this he proved by 
several witnesses, Judge Tebbetts was ordered discharged." 


During the summer of 1862, Fayetteville was the scene of frequent 
raids, On one of these, led by Major Hubbard of the 8th Missouri Cav- 
alry, Tebbetts and Baxter were arrested, but when Major Hubbard was 
informed of their arrest he immediately released them ("in a most 
courteous manner'', A short time later Tebbetts was informed by a woman 
friend that there was a plot to hang him, Baxter and two others. 
Tebbetts at once fled to the Federal lines and for several months was 
cut off from interccurse with his family. 

The Reverend Graham, founder of Arkansas College, determined to make 
his escape. He knew that all roads were guarded and that Bentonville, 
where he was well known, was between him and the Federal lines, He 
reached Bentonville safely, rode boldly up to the tavern and gave the 
landlord his saddlebags and ordered a room, He told the proprietor to 
put up his horse, but first wanted to call on a certain Bentonville 
lady. He rode out of town and safely reached the Federal lines some- 
where in the neighborhood of Keetsville (now Washburn, Mo.). 


Mrs. Baxter had urged her husband to go with Graham but Baxter did 
not want to leave his wife and two children in danger and so deter- 
mined to wait, A short time later, however, he managed to take his 
family to Missouri and thus escaped the battle of Fayetteville, which 
raged around his home on East Dickson street. Two years afterwards, he 
wrote: "After my departure a battle raged around my dwelling, and in 
Sight of it lay dead and dying. My house, being in full range of the 
enemy's fire, suffered from cannonade, and I doubtless left none 
too soon for the safety of my family. The house which I had formerly 
occupied near the college was struck and pierced by more than 50 shot, 
shell and bullets, It was occupied during the battle by women and 
children who sought refuge in the cellar," 


W. S. Campbell (page 47) relates this incident as follows: "The late 
Mrs.E.B,Harrison related that she, a sister, and their widowed mother, 
with two slaves, lived in the Tebbetts house in 1862, the Tebbetts 
faving gone to Kentucky for the time, But they were soon required to 
move out, as the Federal officers desired that for their headquarters, 
They moved across the street into a house that stood facing the 
Tebbetts house, The Federal officers were there. When the Confederates 
charged down off East Mountain on April 18, 1863, they saw Federal 
officers coming out of this house and mistook that house for Federal 
headquarters and trained their cannon upon it. A bomb shell crashed 
into the cellar where they were sheltered, fortunately striking in a 
tub of water, putting out the fuse." 


Reverend Baxter also expressed his sorryw over the fact that the 
battle raged over the graves of two of his children, There is other 
evidence that there was a graveyard adjoining the old Arkansas College 
campus, possibly in what is now the back yard of the Chamblee, Parsons 
and Murphy homes on East Dickson street, 


( Mr.F.P.Rose of Rogers, who has been studying the files of the New 
York Herald for 1862 ( in the University Library ), discovered a story 
from Fayetteville that appeared in the Nov. 7, 1862, issue of the New 
York paper, We are reprinting it for its historical interest.) 


NEWS FROM ARKANSAS 
Our Fayetteville Correspondence 

Army of the Frontier, 

Fayetteville, Ark., October 29, 1862 
Thus far the march of the Army of the Frontier has been attended by 
few noticeable incidents, A history of one day would be a history of 
nearly every day -- breaking camp and starting on a hurried chase 
after the enemy; marching up hill and down dale, over the worst roads 
that were ever seen; commissary trains and batteries lumbering along, 
every Moment in danger of upsetting or being irrevocably smashed; 
officers riding up and down the lines, encouraging the weary and try- 
ing to keep stragglers in the ranks; ambulances picking up the wounded 

and sick, and so on,.. 


The conscription here has been perfect, There is not a man or boy 
left able to bear arms, and I am informed that the balance of the 
state is in the same condition, Most of the families of the conscripts 
have left, so that the town is almost deserted, Fayetteville is a 
ipvely place, and the larger portion of the inhabitants were persons 
of taste and refinement and a liberal share of wealth, There were many 
large mercantile establishments fitted up elegantly, and an immense 
amount of business was transacted, Now there is not a solitary place 
of business in operation, Before the rebels left they cleaned out 
every dollar's worth of goodsthat was worth transportation, Most of 
the families left their furniture behind, and some of them even their 
cooking utensils, The move was a regular stampede, They would have 
burned the town also, but for want of time, as McCulloch attempted to 
do when he retreated last spring. He only succeeded in burning fifteen 
or twenty of the best residences, as the fire could not spread, owing 
to nearly all the houses having grounds around them, The naked ehin- 
neys and blackened ruins around the town bear evidence,.. 


Major D. H. Barnes, our quartermaster general, has very thoroughly 
searched the town for army stores, but with very small results, He 
found a considerable lot of harness leather secreted, and a few guns 
which can be repaired and made useful, also a few blacksmith tools and 
materials, The forges were forthwith taken possession of, and our 
blacksmiths set to work shoeing horses and repairing gun carriages. 


The enemy left all his sick and wounded in the hospital. They number 
about 300. They were glad to fall into the hands of Uncle Samuel, as 
secesh is out of medicine and everything essential for the sick... 


Provisions are so scarce here that the few inhabitants who are left 
are subsisting on sweet potatoes, Tea and coffee cannot be procured at 
any price, sugar is 50 cents a pound, flour 15 cents, meal $2 a bushel, 
tobacco $5 a plug, apple brandy $10 a gallon, molasses $2, Vegetables 
and country produce generally cannot be purchased at all, as the coun- 
try people refuse steadfastly to sell for individual shinplasters, and 
there is no other small currency. The transfer of gold and silver coin, 
except in exchange for Confederate notes, is positively prohibited, and 
under such penalties as effectually put a stop to it. A short time 
since, General Hindman established a tarriff of prices for the sale of 
necessities, but it was of no avail,

The History of the G.W.M.Reed Family 
ry af Fayetteville, Arkansas . 

The history of the Reed family in America dates back to the settle- 
ment of four brothers, natives of Wales, with their families, in the 
Shenandoah Valley of Virginia. 

One of these brothers, Major John Reed, commanded American forces in 
the War for Independence, and fought the immortal Ferguson at King's 
Mountain. He died at Paint Rock, Alabama, 

Another brother ,Col.George Reed, also with the American forces, 
made the reply to England when she offered him 50,000 pounds to join 
the Pritish forces, "I am poor, very poor, but England hasn't enough 
money to buy me,!"! | 


George W. Reed, grandfather of George W. M. Reed, subject of the 
present sketch, emigrated from South Carolina to Kentucky and made his 
home near Elizabethtown,Hardin County. About 1811 he made a settlement 
in Arkansas at Reed's Post Office on Reed's Creek. He died at Lafay- 
ette, Georgia. 3 

Three of his sons servied in the War of 1812 from Bradley County, 
Tennessee, Another son, Anthony Alvis Reed, father of George W.M.Reed, 
was born in Pendleton Court House, South Carolina, He made a settle- 
ment in Lovely!s Purchase, Indian Territory, later moving to a farm 
seven miles southwest of Fayetteville. He died at Pea Ridge Elkhorn 
battlefield of pneumonia on December 5, 1862. He had one son and two 
daughters, 


His son, George W. M. Reed, was born in 1830 in Arkansas Territory, 
near Rosedale, Franklin County. At the age of two years he came with 
his parents to the farm near Fayetteville. As a boy he was much inter- 
ested in military affairs, and at the age of 18 was an officer in the 
State Guards, Later in life he was a Colonel in the State Guards. 

At the outbreak of the Civil War, he enlisted as an officer in the 
First Arkansas Volunteer Cavalry. He suffered a disability in his 
country's service, which was the ultimate cause of his death. He was 
one of Fayetteville's first merchants, doing business under the name 
of Reed and Barnard till 1864, when Dr, Barnard sold his interest to 
Dr, Reding Putman, husband of Mr,Reed's cousin, Elizabeth Reed, 


Later, Dr, Putman sold his interest to Mr, Reed!s brother-in-law, 
James A. Ferguson, The firm of Reed and Ferguson did a general mercan— 
tile business for many years, and in the 80!s carried on banking also. 
After Mr. Reed's death, his son John Alvis Reed continued to carry on 
the mercantile business, The building where they did business for so 
many years still stands on the square at the corner of Center and East 
streets, 


George W.M. Reed was interested in civic affairs and held many offi- 
ces of trust in his community, being councilman, postmaster, county 
and circuit clerk, He held the latter office for six years, and it was 
during his term of office in April 1865 that Governor Isaac Murphy 
authorized him to take charge of all books and records, including the

Mr, Reed acquired much valuable real estate and was generous in giv- 
ing to the city, streets through his property, West Dickson, Gregg 
street, Arkansas avenue, and two streets to Evergreen Cemetery being 
some of them, 


In 1849 Mr. Reed was married to Mary Jane Ferguson, daughter of John 
C. Ferguson and Elizabeth English Ferguson, Her father was a native of 
Virginia and her mother a native of Tennessee, being the daughter of 
Matthew English, and to this union were born ten children -— Mary E,, 
Noah, Sophia, Margareta, John Alvis, Lina X, George W. Jre, J. Fay, 
William L,, and Maude F, The Reed children were all educated inthe 
best schools, All attended the University of Arkansas, and Margareta, 
John Alvis, Lina X and George graduated from the University with high- 
est honors. George Reed Jr. was Captain of Company A at the University 
during his years of study there, 


Mr, and Mrs, Reed lived in the 300 block on Center Street, moving in 
1865 to 612 W. Dickson street, the birthplace of most of the children. 
It was here that Mr,Reed died in 1897, and it was the home of his wife 
almost thirty years more, She called this one place home for sixty 
years, for her children and her children's children, There were five 
generations living at the time of Mother Reed's death. She died at the 
age of 92, idolized by her children and mourned by loving friends and 
neighbors, 


The Reed family home on W, Dickson street was recently torn down, It 
was one of the oldest houses in Fayetteville, part of it having been 
built in 1852 and the front part a few years later. It was used as a 
Federal hospital during the Civil War, the hospital steward being Mr, 
Fallin, father of Mrs, S,H.Blackmer. Mr,Reed bought the property from 
J. W. and Susan E,. Washbourne, the latter a Cherokee Indian who was 
given pardon papers from the U.S.Government before she could dispose 
of her property, since most of the Cherokees were sympathizers of the 
Confederacy, 

The late Dr. A. S. Gregg told J.Fay Reed that when he (Dr.Gregg) was 
10 years old, he went over to the Reed home almost every day and sold 
sandwiches and pies to the Federal soldiers, while the house was being 
used as a hospital during the Civil War.

BLUFF CEMETERY, Springdale 


It is not possible to say when Springdale's Bluff Cemetery was first 
used as a burying ground, There were burials here before the Civil War. 
Later, when the graveyard at the Shiloh Primitive Baptist Church was 
abandoned, the burials were removed to the Bluff Cmetery., It is now 
one of the county's largest cemeteries and contains the graves of many 
of the county's pioneers among them the founder of Springdale, Rev, 
John Holcombe (1797-1876) and his wife Dorothy (1808-1874).

Boston Cemetery, near Winslow 


This old burial ground is about four miles west of Winslow. It con- 
tains members of the pioneer Yoes, Smith, Woolum, Quinton, Center, and 
other families. But it is probably best known as the last resting 
place of Alfred Caughman, a mighty hunter. His finely-—carved gravestone 
carries this inscription: 

Alfred W. Caughman 
born in Izard County, Arkansas, Jan. 3, 1826 
died March 23, 1875 
He was a man who in an early day 
Killed over a thousand deer, he did truthfully say, 
He was born and raised a frontiersman's son 
But at last had to give up his life and his gun, 


Beside him sleeps his wife, Rachel Caughman, born in Indiana, March 5, 
1830; died Jan, 13, 1905, Other pioneer Caughmans buried here are 
Nathan Caughman, a Civil War soldier of Co.A, lst Arkansas Cavalry, 
and his wife Sarah E. (1850-1932). 


The Center family is well represented in the Boston cemetery. Among 
them are two Civil War soldiers: A.N.Center (1843-1914) and Guilford 
Center, both of Co,D, 1st Arkansas Cavalry.

the Confederate army, His grave is marked with a handsome granite

Winslow Cemete 


This cemetery is located a half mile west of Winslow, on the side of 
a typical rocky Ozarks hill, It is bounded on the north by the old 
wagon trail and on the south by the Devil's Den road (Highway 47). 
There is practically no level ground in the cemetery and most of the 
burial plots have rock foundations or enclosures,

Spring Valley Through the Years 
by Thomas Rothrock 


It was a rainy April morning and cold with the wind in the northwest. 
Little could be done in the vineyards, so my wife and I, accompanied 
by Mrs. Dr. Harrison, drove to Spring Valley in quest of historical 
material, Here, in a comfortable old home above the valley, we talked 
to Mrs.Allen Sanders, nee Harp. The gist of what she told us is in the 
following brief paragraphs, 


The postoffice which has been for a long time at Spring Valley was 
first located just across the Madison County line at Little Springs. 
The postmaster, or mistress, at that time was one Margaret Fitch, This 
was in the days before and during the Civil War,In 1875 the postoffice 
was moved to Spring Valley, with Anderson Sanders as the first post- 
master, He was followed by Price Williams, who, in a few years, was 
succeeded by Allen Sanders, the son of Anderson Sanders, Allen Sanders 
was postmaster for 36 years and his son Ted, the present postmaster, 
succeeded him, The Sanders moved to the Spring Valley community from 
Indiana in 1868, 


Before Civil War days a Baptist Church was organized at VaughnValley 
about three miles southeast of Spring Valley. Services were held in a 
grove and the first pastor was Uncle Jackie Vaughn, who was both a 
doctor of medicine and a preacher and the great-grandfather of Dr. 
Jimmie Lewis of Fayetteville. After a time the church moved its place 
of worship to a building on the Fitch place, two miles east of Spring 
Valley, Then a log schoolhouse was built at Spring Valley and the 
church was moved there, When a new schoolhouse was built, the church 
used it, 


The present church building was erected about forty years ago, Jeff 
Davis, Arkansas! colorful political figure of a generation past, gave 
five dollars towards a piano, Brother Hood was the first pastor to 
serve in the new building. He lived at Elkins and made one trip a 
month to Spring Valley, for which he was paid ten dollars, The trip 
was, at times, made on foot. Services were held Saturday morning, Sat- 
urday night, Sunday morning and Sunday night. The Rev, Jack Taylor of 
Fayetteville is the present pastor. 


Early names at Spring Valley, besides Sanders, were Hinds, Harp, 
Vaughn and Cloer, 


The Mitchell Family

A Valuable Find 


Through the courtesy of Mr, Sadler Burrow, publisher of the Ozark 
Ark., Spectator, I have had the pleasure of examining a collection of 
correspondence and other Arkansas records dated 1834-1841, There are 
several hundred items in the collection, all in perfect condition, 
Because of their state-wide interest -- letters from Napoleon, Little 
Rock, Marion, Dardanelle, etc.; bills of lading from  arkansasRiver 
steamboats; statements of postal receipts and reports of mail routes 
from Ozark to isolated settlements in northwest Arkansas; tax receipts 
postal markings, and other records — we hope to publish a catalog of 
this unique and valuable collection, either in the Arkansas Historical 
Quarterly or in a future issue of FLASHBACK, 


WCHS members will be interested to know that this collection con- 
tains a number of Fayetteville items, including letters from David 
Walker, Washington Wilson, Archibald Yell, John J. Walker, A. Wallace, 
Isaac Murphy, Onesimus Evans, Wm, McK. Ball, and other early-day resi- 
dents of Fayetteville. Collectors of postal markings will drool over 
the early Arkansas postmarks -— before the days of postage stamps. 
There is a perfect circular postmakk, "Fayetteville, Ark,, Dec,13, 
1839", on one letter -= possibly the earliest Fayetteville postmark in 
existence, It is a clear impression in the upper left-hand corner of a 
folded letter (sealed with wax) from Alfred Wallace of Fayetteville to 
Samuel Evans of Vzark. Two other rare Fayetteville postmarks (in red 
ink) appear on letters from "A, Yell, Waxhaws, 1840" and "A, Wallace, 
1842." 


Mr, Burrow has loaned this collectkon to the Washington County His- 
torical Society. We have prepared a catalog of the items and will make 
the list available to historians and others who are interested,

ARKANSAS HISTORY NEGLECTED 
(reprinted from the Arkansas Democrat) 


If the young people of Arkansas know little about the history of the 
state, they are not to blame, The subject is not required for gradua- 
tion from our high schools, 

A survey made by an Associated Press writer reveals appalling negli- 
gence, It is estimated that about half of the students in the fifth 
grade study the history of our state. Three of the high schools accred= 
ited by the State Department of Education have the course. The high 
schools accredited by the North Central Association work some history 
of the state into social science courses in one way or another. 

Only six of the 20 state and private colleges include the course in 
the curriculum, The University of Arkansas doesn't, although it has in 
the past and is planning to give the course again, 

It is said that the majority of the high schools don't have time to 
devote to a full course in Arkansas history and teach the required 
subjects. But Texas finds the time for all its public school students 
to learn Texas history. 

The lack of an adequate Arkansas history text is a hindrance to 
teaching the course in high school. Nevertheless, when Arkansas decided 
that conservation should be taught, textbooks were written, 

At the college level, a text is not necessary for excellent instruc- 
tion in the Arkansas background, The professor can supplement his lec- 
tures by assigning extensive outside reading of source materials. He 
can also give his students topics to make research reports on, requir- 
ing them to gather information from Arkansas people, At least one 
state college does this, 

We know from experience that college students have a lively interest 
in our history, even though they are not majoring in history. Mention 
Arkansas in almost any class and attention perks up. In-service teach- 
ers frequently ask for English and history courses that pertain to the 
state, for they know that they can stir greater interest among their 
pupils by telling them of our romantic and inspiring past, 

Too little state pride is a frequent public complaint. What else canjjnjyepsity OF ARKAI 
be expected when we don't make a strong effort to impress on youth the 
many reasons for pride? LIBRARY
